General Decree Issued by Pro¬ 
visional Government 

Dublin, Feb. 11.—Michael Collins, 
heud of the South Irish Provisional 
Government, has Issued the following 
decree of generul ainnuftty■; 

"Now that a. tr+ntir of pear r ) has 
been executed between the peoples of 
Ireland arid Great Britain, the Pro¬ 
visional Government hereby decrees 
a genera] amnesty with respect to all 
acts committed in the course of th©' 
recent hostilities. The amnesty ex¬ 
tends to all members of the naval, 
military, police and civil services of 
the British Government and to all 
other persons by whom acts of hos¬ 
tility against the Irish people were 
committed, aided or abetted, whether 
in Ireland or elsewhere, during the 
last six years, and full protection of 
the law will be afforded such persons 
against violence or InjuYy of any 
kind. 

"The Provisional Government ap¬ 
peals to all citizens to respect this 
amnesty in spirit and letter. In this, 
as in other matters, we must not al¬ 
ii ourselves to be outdone by our 
late enemies in seeking that the 
wrongs of the past may be buried in 
oblivion."

He was in hif , 
office until midnight’ last night, <*n I 
gaged with various witnesses, in¬ 
cluding Miss Mabel Normand, actress. 

Other investigators were marking 
time until Mr. Woolwine appeared. 

An Arrest. 

Los Angeles. Feb. II.—Whether an 
arrest made by two police detectives 
here last night will prove to be the 
first arrest here in connectioh with 
the William Desmond Taylor murder 
was to be determined by investiga¬ 
tion to-day. Walter Thiele, twenty- 
five years old, who said he was horn 
in Oakland and had been in Los An¬ 
gelas for a >e»r. was taken into cus¬ 
tody shortly before midnight and 
booked at tho city Jail on charges of 
carrying a concealed weapon and 
suspicion of burglary. 

Cap. 

During examination of Mabel Nor- - 
mand by District-Attorney Wool- 
wjfie, four police detectives took Into 
the conference a cap reported to 
have been worn by Thiele at the time 
of his-arrest, Indicating a possible 
connection with the Taylor case. 

The arrest wjm not discussed by 
any investigators of the Taylor case. 

Information. 

Los Angeles, Feb. 11.—Three dis¬ 
coveries are reported to have been 
made In the Investigation following 
0he murder of William Desmond 
Taylor, motion picture director. One 
was to tin* effect that a woman, other 
than Mrs. Douglas MacLean, had 
been found who saw a man lurking 
behind bushes near Taylor's home it 
the time Taylor was escorting Mabel 
Normand, film star, to her car. 
Another was an admission by the 
police that they had learned Taylor 
had another safety deposit box in a 
Los Angeles bank, which is believed 
to contain his will. 

A third, and one regarded by de¬ 
tectives working on tho case as of 
great importance, relates to a new 
admirer of Miss Normand. This man, 
said to be the son of a very wealthy 
manufacturer, called for the screen 
star at tho studio where she worked 
daily for the last two months. He is 
said to have taken her home each day 
and appeared to studio folks to be 
devoted to Miss Normand. 

On Vestel. 

Oakland, Cal.. Feb. 11.—The na¬ 
tion-wide search for Edward F. 
Sands, who is wanted by the Los 
Angeles police for questioning m 
connection with the murder of Wil¬ 
liam Desmond Taylor, slain motion 
picture director, has shifted to this 
city. 

A man answering tlie description 
of Bands enlisted for service on 
board the coastguard cutter Bear 
in San Pedro on November 21 last 
under the name of E. Fitzgerald 
Snyder. He was discharged In Oak¬ 
land ten days later. 

Pictures of Sands, according to 
the police hero, were to-day identi¬ 
fied by members of the Bear's crew 
as that of Snyder. 

Several members of the crew said 
that they had seen Sands in Oak¬ 
land several days ago. 

Englishman. 

Dawson, Y. T., Feb. 10.—William 
Desmond Taylor, murdered moving 
picture director, was the son of a 
wealthy Englishman who sent him. 
with a brother, to Kansas yeurs ago 
and equipped them with plenty of ■ 
horses and farm implements. The 
boys went “broke" and William 
drifted through Canada to the 
Yukon, after an attempt to get his 
living as a broker in New York and 
Boston. 

When Taylor applied for a time¬ 
keeper’s job on the Yukon Gold 
Company’s staff in 1909 he described . 
himself as English, thirty-five years 
old. and gave as references tho 
manager of the Canadian Sulphide 
Company at Swansea Buy. B. C.. and 
officers of the construction com¬ 
pany on the Kkeena, B. C., division of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. 

These facts were given out to-day 
by R. L. Gillespie, mining recorder 
at Dawson, who had charge of the 
‘ Yukon Gold Company’s camp on 
Bonanza Creek when Taylor applied 
there for a Job. 


Premier King Smiles at Terri¬ 
tory Proposal 

No Thought of Giving Away 
Any Area 

Ottawa. Feb. 11.—The attitude of 
Premier Taschereau of Quebec, that 
the suggestion of Senator King oi 
Utah to the effect .that Canada 
should give a portion of Quebec to 
the United States in exchange for u* 
partnership in the proposed Kt. 
Lawrence deep waterway is the joke 
of a century, is evidently the at¬ 
titude of the Federal Government. 
When Ministers were shown the pro¬ 
posal of the United States Senator. 
Premier King merely smiled. ' 

-A Washington dispatch said 
Senator King of Utah, who yester¬ 
day introduced a resolution in the 
United States Senate looking to ac¬ 
quisition by the United States of a 
slice of the Province of Quebec in' 
return for United States endorsement 
of the St. Lawrence deep waterway 
project, did not seriously expect that 
Uncle Sam would acquire added ter¬ 
ritory as a result of his move. To a 
Canadian Press correspondent in an 
interview last night he admitted that 
he wus prompted by his opposition 
to the-whole St. I^awrence project. 

The move of the Utah Senator, a. 1 
understood in Washington, is Intend¬ 
ed merely to put obstacles In the way- 
of the projected waterway, and the 
resolution was not presented with any 
serious thought that Canada could bo 
Induced to give up a rich slice of 
Quebec. The resolution. It is gener¬ 
ally stated, has practically no chance 
of being adopted by the Senate.

The request of Premier Poincare 
of France that the conference be 
postponed al l©aal thm monthg for 
more careful advance preparations, it 
was understood, was received here 
to-day and caused a flurry in diplo¬ 
matic circles. Later the State De¬ 
partment denied that the proposul 
had been received. 

Conferred. 

Secretary Hughes conferred at 
length with President Harding after 
the regular Cabinet meeting, and it 
was understood the economic confer¬ 
ence was discussed. 

The belief prevailed that the action 
of the French Premier had forestall¬ 
ed any reply from this country to 
Italy's invitation. 

It was said a conference with 
France absent would be virtually no 
conference, and in some circles the 
belief was expressed that no action 
would be taken on the invitation of 
Italy at this time. 

«, Turkey. 

Constantinople, Feb. 11,—The 
Sublime Porte has received a reply 
to the Turkish representations to the 
Allies concerning the failure to invite 
Turkey to the Genoa Economic Co in¬ 
ference. The fact that Turkey In' an 
Asiatic power, and also Is a belliger¬ 
ent country at present is given as the 
reasons f<>r her exclusion. 


Judges Urge Nations to Sub¬ 
mit Disputes 

February 15 Date of First 
Public Session 

The Hague. Feb. 11.—Determina¬ 
tion-of what shall constitute interna¬ 
tional law will he one of the most 
important functions of the Perman¬ 
ent International Court of Justice, 
set up under the auspices of the 
League of Nations, which Is to hold 
its first public meeting in the Peace 
Palace February 15. This was made 
clear by Judge Max Huber, a mem¬ 
ber of the court, in an interview with 
an Associated Press correspondent, 
his first public declaration on the 
subject"since his arrival here. 

Judge Huber emphasized that the 
new court lacked all-round compul¬ 
sory jurisdiction and could only act 
when tho litigant states agreed to 
submit their disputes to it.. To this 
end he said it was essential that 
public opinion bring pressure to 
bear on the parliaments of the sev¬ 
eral countries so that the latter 
would udopt this course of settle¬ 
ment. 

Patience Needed. 

Judge Didrlck Nyholm. of 1 Den¬ 
mark, in connection with the opening 
of tho new court, called attention to 
the fact that the United States Su¬ 
preme Court, while established in 
1870. only became operative^ three, 
years later. "It may take the"Inter¬ 
national Court even longer," he said, 
"but patience must not be lost.’*

Shackleton Funeral to Be Held 
on Island 

Montevideo. Feb. 11.—The British 
whaling supply steamer Woodville 
will leave Montevideo next Wednes¬ 
day after taking on board the body 
of Sir Ernest Shnc-kle<on, the British 
explorer, for burial on South Georgia 
Island, the gateway to the Antarctic 
Ocean. This was announced to-day 
by Captain Hussey of the explora¬ 
tion steamer Quest, on board which 
Shackleton died off South Georg-ia 
Island January 5 and which brought 
the body to Montevideo. The Uru¬ 
guayan Government hud offered to 
convey the body on the Uruguayan 
training ship 18-De Julio but Captain 
Hussey pointed out that ice fields 
undoubtedly would be encountered 
north of South Georgia Island and 
requested the Government not to 
take the risk of navigating the train¬ 
ing ship through the southern waters. 

The British Minister has informed 
Foreign Minister Buero that the 
burial of Sir Ernest on South Georgia 
Island will be in accordance with the 
wishes^of Lady Shackleton, to whom 
her husband had frequently said that 
if he should die on one of his voyages 
he would prefer to be laid to rest in 
the Antarctic regions. 

BIO MOOSE SHOT 
IN NEW BRUNSWICK 

Antlers Had Spread of Sixty- 
four Inches 

Fredericton, N. B, Feb. II.—(CariW- 
dian Press)—While the complete of¬ 
ficial statistics for the big game 
hunting season of 1921 have not yet 
been completed and issued there 
seems to be general agreement 
among those conversant with New 
Brunswick hunting matters that the 
honor of killing the moose 'with 
antlers having the record spread of 
the season goes to Lewis Hawkins, 
of Philadelphia, Pa. 

The Philadelphian seems to have 
beaten all visiting sportsmen as 
well as the resident hunters when he 
killed a bull moose in October while 
hunting in the territory of Guide 
Charles Chemin, of Fredericton. This 
is located on the Nepisiguit head¬ 
waters, in the northern part of the 
ITovin^e, and the season’s record 
moose had antlers spreading 64 
inches. 

While this was the record head for 
1921, it wits eight inches smaller than 
the biggest head ever taken out of 
the New Brunswick woods, for the 
records show that L. Russell, a resi¬ 
dent hunter of the North Shore dis¬ 
trict of the Province, killed a moose 
four years ago with antlers spread¬ 
ing an even six feet—72 inches. That- 
the headwaters of the Nepisiguit la 
the territory the record heads come 
from is evident from the fact that 
this record-for-all time mortse was 
killed within a few miles of where 
Mr. Hawkins got his 1921 record 
trophy. M 

But that Is not all. The record 
spread of antlers tak^n by a non¬ 
resident hunter In New’ Brunswick 
is 68^4 inches, which was the meas¬ 
urement of a moose killed in 1907 by 
Dr. Monroe, of Providence, R. I., and 
he got his in the same place. So did 
Dr. Stickney, of Atlantic City. N. J., 
who killed a bull mose with antlers 
spreading 66 inches a few years ago, 
thus being a -close second for the 
record of non-resident hunters in 
New’ Brunswick. 

RAINMAKER 13 
NOT RE-ENGAGED 

C. M. Hatfield Will Not Oper¬ 
ate in -South Alberta 

Medicine Ilat, Alta.. Feb. 11.— 
“Rain-maker” Charles M. Hatfield 
will not operate in the dry belt of 
Southern Alberta next Summer, it 
is authoritatively stated by the sec¬ 
retary of the United Agricultural As¬ 
sociation. The executive entered in¬ 
to no arrangement with Mr. Hat¬ 
field in regard to further operations, 
and the report circulated last Fall to 
the effect that the rain-maker was 
to be re-engaged is without founda¬ 
tion, it is stated.

Brewer Tells Things Prospectors Should 
Know 

Resident Mining Engineer under the Hon. William Sloan, Minister 
of Mines for British Columbia, Who is Concentrating on | 

Trying to Stimulate Interest in the Opportunities for 
Wealth in the Development of the Mineral 
Deposits of This Province. 

(By William M. Brewer) 


Scientific investigation pursues in 
general the following course: A phe- 
nomen or some extraordinary occur¬ 
rence is observed and studied as care¬ 
fully as possible. Thereupon an ex¬ 
planation of it is sought. A hypothesis 
or proposition assumed or taken for 
granted is set up, to be used as .a 
premise in proving something else. From 
this, conclusions can be formed, some 
of which can he tested by experiment. 
If the latter really Ifeads to the ex¬ 
pected results the hypothesis gains in 
probability. If it is later found to ex¬ 
plain and link together a whole series 
of phenomena, it becomes a theory. 

The chemical process that goes on 
when copper Is heated in air is well 
known. In other words, the heated cop¬ 
per combines with oxygen and copper 
oxide is produced. However, the deeper 
question, as suggested by Dr. A. F. 
Holleman in his text book on Inor¬ 
ganic Chemistry, why the action takes 
place Just so and not otherwise, or 
why the resulting powder is black, still 
awaits 1 * a satisfactory answer. 

You can readily understand that when 
it is requisite for a young man to de¬ 
vote at least four years to the study 
of chemistry, mineralogy, lithology and 
geology before he is competent to gradu¬ 
ate in any University or School of 
Mines, that It would be absolutely im¬ 
possible for me in the course of four 
addresses to attempt to impart ip you 
any more than the simplest rudiments 
of these sciences. All I can possibly 
do is to interest you In the subjects to 
a sufficient degree that may excite 
your interest and induce you to further 
study. 

Chemistry Base of All. 

In order, though, to prospect syste¬ 
matically. it is well that you should 
understand the relationship that these 
sciences have towards prospecting and 
mining. 

Chemistry Is the root or base of mi¬ 
neralogy, for the reason that all the 
minerals are made up of the chemical 
elements or combinations of those ele¬ 
ments, of which 1 shall tell you more 
later. The four sciences, chemistry, 
the science which treats of the proper¬ 
ties of elementary and compound sub- : 
stances: mineralogy, study of minerals; 
lithology’, study of rocks; and geology’, 
study of the structure of the earth, may¬ 
be likened to a tree—^chemistry to the 
root or butt of the tree, wih mineralogy, 
lithology and geology forming the 
branches. * 

Chemistry, the base or root, for the 
reason that it starts with 4he primary’ 
elements themselves indivisible. An ele- , 
mertary body consists of a simple sub- J 
stance that cannot be analyzed. These j 
elements form the substances of which 
the earth is composed and among these 
substances are the -miivrals in which 
you are interested. Having this knowl¬ 
edge we are enabled to learn how to 
distinguish one mineral from Rnother, 
also by the aid of chemistry to know 
what they are composed of and to be 
able to form an estimate as to whether 
they will be of commercial value. The 
study of minerals Is called mineralogy 
and this subject should be studied fol¬ 
lowing chemistry. Mineralogy may be 
considered the first branch from the 
butt of the tree. 

Lithology Next. 

From mineralogy we climb to the next 
branch, the study of rocks, which is 
known as lithology. Rocks are nothing 
more than grouping together of dis¬ 
tinct minerals, for example, granite is 
the name for the grouping together of 
quartz, a feldspar p (orthoclase) and 
mica. Before, we could say a sample of 
rock was granite we would have to 
he able to recognize the minerals of 
! which it is made ui»—hence the neces- 
[ sity of a study of mineralogy. 

Having studied chemistry, mineralogy 
and lithology we are able to climb to 
the topmost branch known as geology. 
In the geology we find the rooks we 
have learned to recognize, composed of 
the minerals we have studied them¬ 
selves, consisting of the chemical ele¬ 
ments or combinations of those ele¬ 
ments. Now these rocks are fuond in 
great masses, beds or layers. Often 
we note rocks intruding into these 
masses or beds or layers and cutting 
through them and geology teaches how’ 
these rocks came to he so placed and 
why. and what significance it all has. 
In order to study geology or to com¬ 
prehend it, it is therefore necessary 
first to have studied chemistry, mineral¬ 
ogy and lithtology which may be called 
feeders to it. 

Must Be Money-Making 

The top of the tree, geology Itself, has 
several branches; these branches being 
devoted, one to ore deposits, another 
to structural geology, others to coal 
geology, oil geology, etc. 

All this has relation to the finding 
of minerals—to prospecting in short. 
Having made a discovery of "ore” in 
place which shows by assay to be of 
commercial value, the prospector’s work 
is. followed by the men who make his 
findings useful, the capitalist who finds 
the money to continue the work, the 
engineer and miners w’ho extract the 
mineral, the metallurgist who extracts 
the metal, the transport men who con¬ 
vey to market and last but by nq means 
the least the book-keeper who tells us 
whether we can and do produce the 
finished provluct at a price to yield a 
profit in the market: for all we have 
been talking is applied science, and 
If its application does not yield a fi¬ 
nancial profit, it is "all off." 

Further let me point out that fa¬ 
vorable results will only be obtained 
by all working together; and if any one 
of the links in the chain claims and 
gels an undue share in the profits, it 
will kill the goose that lays the golden 
egg, and we will all go down together. 

Basic Definitions. 

Chemistry is that branch of science 
which treats of the composition of sub¬ 
stances and the alterations they un¬ 
dergo in their composition by a change 
in the kind number and relative position 
of their atoms. 9 

Elements: An elementary body con¬ 
sists of a single substance that can¬ 
not be analyzed or reduced to parts that, 
have other properties than those pe¬ 
culiar to itself. An .element is a sub¬ 
stance or form of matter composed 
wholly of like atoms. Thus hydrogen 
is an element because it is composed 
wholly of hydrogen atoms. For the 
same reason oxygen, nitrogen, carbon, 
iron, lead, silver, gold, etc, are all ele¬ 
ments. 

Matter is the substance of which the 
Universe consists. It is indestructible 
and subject to changes of form under 
different cortditions of heat and pres¬ 
sure; • therefore we find it assuming all 
of the three forms common to matter; 
namely the gasseous liquid and solid. 
In all of the conditions in which we 
find matter it consists of atoms and 
molecules. 

Atoms:—An atom is the smallest con¬ 
ceivable division of matter, and lienee 
an atom is always simple In its char¬ 
acter. 

Molecules:—A molecule is formed by 
the chemical union of two or more • 
atoms. The atoms composing a mole¬ 
cule may be alike or unlike; and hence 
the molecule may be cither simple or 
compound. 

Only Seventy Elements. 

The following is a list of some of 
the more important elements, with their 
atomic weights and the symbols by 
which the elements are represented, 
these being for the most part the first 
from the Latin or Greek. Where two 
ore more elements happen to have the 


same initial letter, a second small letter 
is added to the capital;

Precious Metals Found Alone 

[ The simple elements are very un¬ 
equally distributed in nature. * Lawson 
states that oxygen forms one-fourth 
part bjf weight of the whole atmospuere, 
and nearly nine-tenths by weight or the 
whole of the water on the globe. It 
also forms in Combination nearly one- 
half of the solid crust of the Earth 
Silicon forms about a quarter of the 
Earth s crust, and with aluminum, lr >n, 
calcium, magnesium, sodium, potassium, 
and carbon ranking in the order named, 
these nine elements together have been 
estimated to constitute 39-10 of the 
Earth's crust with the other elements 
together forming less than 1-40. 

All the substances that go to make 
up this earth consist of but a few ele¬ 
ments. about seventy In number, or 
combinations of these elements. 

Certain elements are sometimes found 
not combined with any other element, 
as native metals, etc., such as gold, 
silver, copper, arsenic, antomony. mer¬ 
cury. etc., but these are rather the ex¬ 
ceptions that prove the rule; and, the 
rule is that mineral substances as we 
ordinarily find them are made up of 
two or more elements combined to¬ 
gether chemically, producing a sub¬ 
stance quite unlike either of its con¬ 
stituents. 

Elements Combine. 

Compounds:—*Any substance or form 
of matter that is composed of unlike 
atoms is a compound. Two classes of 
compounds exist viz: Chemical com¬ 
pounds and mechanical mixtures. 

Chemical Compounds:—In which the 
combining atoms unite in definite fixrfd 
PT!*Pp rt i onj * according to chemical law. 

When one atom of carbon unites with 
one atom of oxygen, carbonic oxide gas 
| is formed; but when one atom of car- 
I bon unites with two atoms of- oxygen 
carbonic acid gas is produced. These 
a ° *VJ ve V «T different properties. 

Again whetr one atom of carbon unites 
with four atoms of hydrogen marsh has 
results, hut when two atoms of carbon 
unite with four atoms of hydrogen oli- 
fant gas (ethene) is produced. 

Another example, water is made, up 
or two gasses, hydrogen and oxygen. In 
the laboratory the chemist can take 
these two gases and combine them and 
make water. Or he can take water and 
by electric current split it up into hy¬ 
drogen and oxygen. 

Down to Atoms. 

The smallest unit into which an ele¬ 
ment can he divided is. called an •‘atom.” 
and the atom of each element is of a 
different weight: all this has been de¬ 
termined by centuries of experimenta¬ 
tion. As in the example taken, an 
atom of hydrogen being the. lightest of 
known elements, is taken as our unit 
of atWnic weight and is called “I” 
whereas an atom of oxygen is sixteen 
times as heavy and we say it has an 
atomic weight of sixteen. 

Now strangely enough. In forming 
water for example, these two elements 
always unite in exactly the same pro- 
I>ortIons. namely two atoms of hydro¬ 
gen with one atom of oxvgen. and the 
chemist writes this down as H20. which 
to him means water. Tins is called 
’the law of constant combination,” and 
holds good for all minerals, etc. 

Now I have told you the atomic 
weight of *H” is one. and atomic weight 
of oxygen is fifteen, so if we were 
dealing with the proportionate weights 
of these yvo elements in water, we 
would have eight times as much oxy¬ 
gen by weight as we do of hydrogen.’ 

Iron and Sulphur. 

This simple example Illustrates the 
principle I wish to point out, and you 
will find this same principle carries 
right through with all the minerals: as 
for example take Iron Pyrites, one of 
the oommonest minerals, which Is FeS2 
and you know that this means one atom 
of iron (fe) and two atoms of sulphur. 

Now from the table of elements you 
will see that the atom of iron (fe) 
weights fifty-six, and an atom of sul¬ 
phur weighs thirty-two. So by weight 
iron pyrites is composed of fifty-six units 
of iron and sixty-four (32 x 2) units of 
sulphur. v 

If you calculate this out into per¬ 
centages you will find that Iron pyrites 
is composed of by weight 46.7 per cent, 
of iron and 53.3 per cent, of sulphur 

Now this is always perfectly true pro¬ 
vided you have a piece of absolutely 
pure iron pyrites; but unfortunately we 
seldom find anythting pure in this 
world, and in iron pyrites some of the 
iron is frequently replaced by some other 
metal, as for instance, copper or nickel 
thus giving a variance from the type 
mineral; but the type remains true, 
and is our starting point from which 
variations are noted. 

Some Pure Combinations. 

The following are examples of con¬ 
stant chemical combinations; 

A pure sample of galena is a com¬ 
bination or lead and sulphur, in pro- 
jrortlon of 86.6 per cent, lead to 13 4 
per cent sulphur. 

A puro sample of chalcopyrlte Is a 
combination of copper, iron and sulphur 
in the proportion of 34.6 per «ent. cop¬ 
per to 34.9 per cent sulphur to 30.5 per 
cent Iron. 

A pure sample of ch&lcocite (copper 
glance) is a combination of copper and 
sulphur In the proportion of 79 8 per 
cent, copper to 20.2 per cent, sulphur 

A pure sample, of bornite Is a com¬ 
bination of copper, sulphur and iron in 
the proportion of 55.58 per cent, cop¬ 
per. 28.6 per cent sulphur and 16.16 per 
cent. iron. * 

A pure sample of sphalerite, or blende, 
zinc sulphide is a combination of zinc 
and sulphur In the proportion of 67 per 
cent zinc to 33 per cent, sulphur. 

A pure sample of casaiterite. tin ore. 
tin oxide is a combination of tin and 
oxygen in the proportion of 78.67 per 
cent, tin to 21.33 oxygen.

nation of iron and oxygen in the pro¬ 
portion of 70 per cent, iron to 30 per 
cent, oxygen. 

A pure sample of pyrrhotlte is a 
combination of iron and sulphur in the 
proportion of 60.5 per cent, iron to 
39.5 per cent, sulphur. 

A pure sample of pyrite (iron pyrites) 
Is a combination of iron, and sulphur 
in the proportion of 46.7 per cent, iron 
to 53.3 per cent sulphur. 

Mechanical Mixtures. 

These are all examples of chemical 
compounds for they are all formed by 
the chemical union of dissimilar atoms. 

Mechanical mixtures are not true 
compounds as they aro composed more 
properly of unlike molecules instead of 
unlike atoms. The molecules of the 
different substances forming the mix¬ 
ture may be present in any proportion 
and the mixture will have properties 
varying with the proportions of the in¬ 
gredient. 

For example the atmosphere about us 
is a good example of a mechanical mix¬ 
ture for it consists principally of oxy¬ 
gen and nitrogen gases mixed In a free 
state (having no chemical bond of 
union). The proportion of theso two 
gases in the atmosphere is qutte con¬ 
stant being approximately one of oxy¬ 
gen to four of nitrogen. Solutions of 
different salts in water are examples 
of mechanical mixtures, the strength 
of the solution or mixture will vary 
with the amount of salt dissolved. 

Chemical Affinities. 

There is another law in chemistry I 
would like to point out to you, and it is 
called "Chemical Affinity," and perhaps 
1 can best explain it to you by illustra¬ 
tion. 

Chemical elements are. in a way, like 
human beings, a certain element will 
have a liking or "affinity" for quite a 
number of other elements, liking some 
a little, others "more, and others very 
much; while others he doos not like 
at all. 

Take the element sulphur in the form 
of sulphuric acid; if it happened to 
first come in contact with silver it will 
form of sulphate of silver, should it 
then come in contact with “copper" the 
sulphuric acid will drop No. 1, silver, 
and take up with No. 2 copper, only to 
discard No. 2, if "Iron" should pa*s 
that way. when iron is made No. 3, to 
be again in turn discarded should the 
supercharmer “lime" come along to be 
made No. 4. 

I will say in this case both silver and 
1 copper, being discarded drop to the bot- I 
J tom and remain as single elements, for 
! a time at least. 

These are the exact affinities that are 
taken advantage of In the refining of 
i silver bullion; this is dissolved in sul¬ 
phuric acid, forming sulphate of silver,

copper goes into solution as a sulphate 
of copper, to this iron iu added, and me¬ 
tallic copper is precipitated, and sul¬ 
phate of iron is formed, and if to this 
lime is added the Iron is precipitated 
and sulphate of lime formed. 

And it Is Just the same in the hills, 
if sulphuric acid carrying silver or cop¬ 
per or iron, comes across a greater 
affinity, there is a separation right 
there, and the discarded element re¬ 
mains where it was dropped, and per¬ 
haps becomes an ore deposit, as when 
lime is replaced by acid solutions, and 
copper, silver or iron left in Its place. 

Peculiarities of Mineral Elements. 

Out of the total number of chemical 
elements at present known only about 
fifteen are non metallic substances. All 
of the metals, except mercury, are 
solids. Mercury and non-melalUc ele¬ 
ment called bromine are, in ordinary 
temperatures. liquids, while other ele¬ 
ments such as oxygen and hydrogen are 
gases.

There is much to he said for 
the principle of the ordinance 
which makes the City Council 
and other bodies elected to ad¬ 
minister the public services of 
the municipality the sole author¬ 
ities for the appointment, suspen¬ 
sion or dismissal of civic em¬ 
ployees. These bodies are held 
responsible by the electo'rs in the 
last analysis for the proper con¬ 
duct of the various branches of 
the city’s service and it is not 
desirable in a general sense that 
this responsibility be placed else¬ 
where. But this rule can easily 
be made to operate very in¬ 
juriously, if not disastrously, to 
the interests of the community 
in respect of certain branches of 
the public service which call for 
an efficient organization. Noth¬ 
ing could demoralize a police 
force or a fire department more 
quickly than the impression that 
the orders of a chief of either 
could he disregarded or dis¬ 
obeyed by his subordinates with 
impunity because of their in¬ 
fluence, or the influence of 
some outside organization with 
which they are connected, 
with the City Council or 
l’olice Board. There have been 
periods in the history.of Victoria 
when some of those subordinates, 
us prominent members of a po¬ 
litical association with strong 
ramifications on the City Council, 
actually virtually sat in judg¬ 
ment on their own nominal su¬ 
periors.

These latter] 
then could be sent to the chemical fac-] 
lory to he turned Into creosote, tar 
paper, alcohol, acetone. turpentine, 
i dyes, in fact innumerable commercial 
' products. This same chemical factory 
could also handle the coal tar from the 
gas works. Some research on this line, 

I believe, would relieve partly unem¬ 
ployment and be productive. As fire 
represents 26 parts charcoal, 11 parts 
tar, 40 parts acetate, and 12 parts gas. 
all of which produce Innumerable by¬ 
products.

Fife Wilson’s letter In yesterday’s 
"Times” nnd his reference to Hamil¬

“Why make music so difficult? Why 
cannot the Instructions bo In English? 
This was a both nurrow and short¬ 
sighted view, but one can appreciate 
the dislike felt against the use of Ger¬ 
man terms and Instructions. Of course, 
In the case of music published In Ger-‘ 
many only It was unavoidable, but a 
hindrance all the same. Take Rink’s 
Organ School, for instance; until W. 
T. Best’s edition appeared I never saw 
a copy except It had German terms, 
nnd what does "Mlt Starken Sttnmen” 
convey to an Englishman?

Combined with silica 
it rorms clays of various kinds; and the

stituents of granite and other Igneous 
rocks. The disintegration of granite is 
owning to the action of rain water 
charged with carbonic acid. The acid 
dissolves the potash and a portion of 
the silica, leaving the excess of the 
sUIca and the alumina still united. The 
sulphate of alumina combined with the 
sulphate of potash forms alum. 

Inorganic substances are obtained 
from the mineral world without the in¬ 
tervention of life such as common salt, 
alum. 

The prospector and miner Is conse¬ 
quently more Interested in Inorganic 
chemistry as it Is that branch of the 
science which treats especially of the 
economic minerals for which the pros¬ 
pector is searching, and the branch 
under which the assaying of ores to 
determine their composition and value 
pertains.

was not signed by tho Lleut-Governor 
in person. Mr. Lowe further held 
that the learned trial judge had not! 
been right in infering that becausol 
some beer whs found, and some was 
sold, that It was all for sale.

Can the Provincial 
Government absorb, confiscate and 
monopolize and trade, and carry on 
that trade then for revenue—taking 
away the common law right of every¬ 
one to that trade. I submit they have 
power to license, regulate and con¬ 
trol. hut not to confiscate and 
monopolize." 

Chief Justice Macdonald remarked 
that the real issue was whether thf 
Government Liquor Act was one to 
regulate morals or to raise revenue. 
If it was the former, it would be dif 
ficult to upset, and if the latter the 
terms of the B. N. A. Act could, pos¬ 
sibly, be invoked against its validity 

In reply Mr. Higgins contended 
that the present act was one to en¬ 
able the Government to carry on a 
trade, to create a monopoly in that 
trade, and to make profits from it 
Counsel held that no other conten¬ 
tion could be given on the terms of 
the Government Liquor Act itself 
The hearing was then adjourned until 
Monday. 

During the argument by counsel 
in the hearing, the question as to the 
status of Canada in the Empire was 
touched upon in passing. 

Mr. Justice McPhilllps introduced 
the subject, while Mr. Higgins was 
dealing with the terms of the British 
North American Act. 

Mr. Justice McPhillips stated that 
the effect of the combined jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Dominion and all the 
provinces was to confer on the people 
of Canada ail the sovereign powers 
vested in the British House of Com¬ 
mons. In every instance, continued 
His Lordship, where it had been re 
ferred to the Privy Council, that 
tribunal had practically conceded 
such a status to Canada. 

Mr. Justice Martin, on this point, 
held that he could not agree with his 
learned brother. Canada, he held 
had no power whatever to change its 
constitutional status as conferred by 
the terms of the British North 
American Act 

In fact, continued Mr. Justice 
Martin. Canada was not a sovereign 
nation. It was possible to hope that 
it would become so one day. and it 
was permissible *o believe, as hi; 
Lordship himself held, that it should 
become a sovereign nation, but at the 
moment it was put proper to recog¬ 
nize that Canada has not yet at¬ 
tained that status.

Plans for the new Cathedral 
Church of Sheffield. England, have 
now been prepared by Sir Charles 
Nicholson, the well-known chinch 
architect. An imposing west front 
with two small towers, a lofty nave 
rising well above the aisles and dom¬ 
inated by twin towers with spires 
ami a fine easf end will be the lead¬ 
ing features of a building which 
when completed, will cover two acres.' 

Tho new cathedral will enihodv the 
present building, which is about 150 
feet long and 64 feet wide, and will 
be 240 foet long and 160 feet wide 
The total cost of tire scheme is esti¬ 
mated at £250,000.

He arrived at the station as first 
lieutenant on H. M. S. Topaze in 

1860, and was appointed to the gun¬ 
boat on the death of Lieutenant- 
Commander Robson in November. 

1861, holding the appointment until 
the Summer of 1865, when he re¬ 
turned to England. On his retire¬ 
ment from the navy. Captain 
Lascelles returned to Victoria, where 
he had considerable investments, 
being one of the proprietors of the 
Harewood Mine, hence the name. He 
died at Esqulmalt. June 15, 1869, and 
was burled In the naval cemetery. 
June 16, the same day that the re¬ 
mains of Governor Seymour were 
buried there. 

The late Captain Lascelles was the 
seventh son of the third Earl of 
Harewood and was born In 1885. He 
entered the navy In 1848, became 
lieutenant In 1855. commander in 
1866. A very interesting story Is told 
of him in "The Passing of a Race." by 
the late D. W. Higgins.

The 
contest will ho condqfted along tho regular 
lines, and commencing with next Monday will 
be open to all girls and boys of tho ago of 
fifteen years and under. Let us all join in 
making this a real "live" story-making event. 
The pick of these stories will be published 
week by week, and the best in each week will 
be eligible for consideration at the end of the 
contest for a further prize, about which more 
will be said later. 

To make our idea plain, and beyond the 
possibility of misunderstanding let us now con¬ 
struct a story together, to serve merely as an 
example and not a model to be followed. Sup¬ 
posing we take for our characters this coming 
week an old man of eight-three, a young girl 
of ten years, and a black spaniel doggie.

Even Fish Use Strategy 
to Guard Their Homes 


\ OU have often read, no doubt, little reader 
of the pains to which some birds will go 
to detract attention from the nest of eggt 
they are guarding. Quail, for instance, have 
been known to leave their nest at tho ap¬ 
proach of a man and appear to be crippled. 
They will hop slowly along the ground, limp¬ 
ing perceptibly, but always keeping jus* out 
of the reach of the mun who follows them. In 
this manner they will decoy the stranger away 
from the vicinity of their nest, and will, when 
far enough away, get up and fly, to the aston¬ 
ishment of the man who deemed them to be 
crippled. 

Many birds do this, but did you know that 
some fish do likewise. Not that fish will simu¬ 
late a "limp" or anything like that, but they 
will decoy other fish away from the eggs in 
their nest in mapy ingenious manners. Stickle¬ 
backs, little fish to be found in almost every 
ocean, hugging the pools left by the ebbing 
tide, are noted for this sagacity,- or instinct, 
whichever you may wish to call it. 

Sticklebacks collect materials for their nest 
and pile them at the site of the nest-to-bo. 
The material is usually the thicker fronds of 
certain seaweeds. The pile Is covered then with 
sand, which the sticklebacks coat with a gluey 
substance, which binds the whole Into a hard¬ 
ened building, not unlike cement. Before this 
hardens they burrow a chamber in the centre 
and make a very- diminutive entrance. 

Now if a large fish sees fit to become curious 
as to what that mound may contain, the stickle¬ 
back will dash forth and give battle. Or, if 
the opponent be too doughty for him, he will 
dart out of his nest and make chase after an 
imaginary prey. The stranger, curious as to, 
the cause of these manoeuvres will follow, and 
so forget about that particular nest. In due 
time, when pursuit Is over, the stickleback will 
return to his home, when all is again at peace.

fPHOUGH wc may not come In contact wth 

it' readily, the ocean bed-has a musa vf 
"vegetation" that is no less wonderful than the 
land. In many cases marine plants far out¬ 
rival the beauty of land plants, and are much 
more interesting to study. Most forms of sea 
life are interesting and the plant-like struc¬ 
tures which for brevity we refer to as "vegeta¬ 
tion." These are in reality nothing but collec¬ 
tions of very minute Insects of one form or an¬ 
other. , 

The bed of the ocean in tropical waters is 
very beautiful, with coral and all the gaily- 
colored forms of seaweed making a fairy para¬ 
dise that we can see and admire, though not 
destroy. Once brought from the water .noet 
forms of marine life deteriorate, and lose their 
beauty. The physical organisms of the under¬ 
water ’Vegetation" are a study in themselves, 
and a most interesting subject. 

Sponges, for instance, have never-ending 
channels of flowing water, and pump water 
through their entire fabric unceasingly, living 
and feeding on what they-may extract from th? 
sea water thus conveyed. The proof of this 
may be found under the microscope, which at 
you know magnifies objects many times so thri 
what once appeared small becomes larger and 
more distinct, when thus viewed. 

Some time, when jfour Daddy is not busy, 
get him to show you forms of seaweed under 
the microscope, and you will behold a new 
world of interesting study, and a vast field for 
inquiry. 

Some day soon we will get drawings of some 
f orms of this under-water life, and you may 
see for yourselves what wonders Nature per¬ 
forms far out of our sight and normal undei- 
rtanding.

There must be suf¬ 
ficient stock for the screw to pass 
through so that it does not interfere 
with the axle as it turns with the 
wheels. 

Directions for the assembling of 
the toy are to be found In the draw¬ 
ing. Bear in mind that all parts 
should work freely. 

I have given directions for the 
painting of the figure in the draw¬ 
ing. Be sure that each coat of paint 
is dry before you attempt to put on 
thegjext coat. 

To make cherries for the tree which 
George Washington Is chopping down 
roll small bits of red candle tallow- 
in your fingers until it is soft and 
round. String the pellets on a thread 
and fasten them to the branches of 
the tree.

AND HERE’8 HOW TO MAKE IT. 

In the making of this miniature 
"float.” upon which George Washing-1 
ton rides In action, we are again 
confronted with the problem of mak¬ 
ing patterns for figures. The method 
of doing this has been described a 
number of time before, but for the 
benefit of those who may not have 
read the directions I shall explaUn 
again. . ) 

Stiff paper or cardboard may be 
used to lay out the patterns on If you 
desire to make a number of figures! 
all alike. If, however, you are cer¬ 
tain only one toy is to be made, the 
pattern may be laid directly on the 
wood. In either case cover the sur¬ 


face of the material with one-half -1 
inch squares, accurately made, as has 
been done in A, B and C, in the il«| 
lustration. Then draw the lines of; 
the figure through the squares. Make; 
the lines puss through the same num-l 
ber of squares as the lines in the 
>att*rn in our drawing pass through. 

Then, if the pattern has beeif laid 
out on paper, cut it out and trace 
around It on the wood. But if it has 
been laid out on the wood Itself, pro¬ 
ceed to cut the figure out carefully 
with your coping saw.

Play 
on the sidewalks, or better still, 
in a vacrint lot, regular play¬ 
ground or even in a lane. 

Stay Off Streets. 

"Roller skating, hockey and 
ball playing in the streets are 
very dangerous to children, and 
so is coasting when uutos are 
conjing and going. Don't do any 
of those things. 

"When riding a bicycle on the 
street always listen for the auto 
horn behind you and keep to the 
right, close to the curb. 

"Don't run behind street cars 
even if they are standing. An¬ 
other car may be coming in the 
opposite direction. Just wait till 
the way Is clear. 

"Don't ride your bicycle on the 
sidewalk. It, Is dangerous and 
the cops will be sure to get you 
sometime—and the sidewalk was 
made for pedestrians anyway. 

"Beware of popguns, air rifles 
and .22 calibre weapons. Mauy 
a child has lost the sight of an 
eye and even life, through the 
earless handling of these small- 
arms. 

“Never try to explode a cart¬ 
ridge. percussion or blasting caps 
which you may find. Just hand 
them to the first policeman you 
see and let him explode them if 
he wants to. 

"Don't go out with boys who 
have airguns, hut if you do, stand 
behind them and make others do 
the same. 

"Don’t hold firecrackers in 
hand when lighting them. Many 
a poor boy has lost fingers 
through this practice. 

“Don't annoy your neighbors by 
throwing firecrackers or bombs 
in doorways and halls. There may 
be sick persons in that house and 
dangerous results to. them may 
follow this practice. Many un¬ 
necessary fires have been started 
in this wa.y. Boys would be well 
advised to leave firecrackers 
alone. 

Play the Game. 

"Boys, play the game and your 
neighbors will assist you to have 
real honest fun without mischief 
when they see you mean well. 
Look upon a policeman as your 
hjg friend and adviser and report 
to him any foreigners selling big 
bombs. 

"To adults I would say—do not 
leave anything that may rob chil¬ 
dren of their lives where they 
can pick them up. if you do not 
want to be guilty , of murder—a 
murder that is not*always pun¬ 
ishable by law—but murder 
nevertheless. 

“Educate your own and the 
children of others, whore possible 
in the matters of safety and you 
will do good work."
